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History of Ontario's Parliament Building 


On 4 April 1893, the Parliament Building was officially opened and the 
Parliament of Ontario met for the first time in the new legislature and 
departmental building at Queen's Park. The Parliament Building was built 
to meet all the needs of the Ontario legislature and government as the 
province approached a new century. Indeed, riding up to the building for 
the opening with Charles Fitch, a clerk from the Attorney General's 
department, Premier Sir Oliver Mowat said, "Charlie, it frightens me to 
death; we'll never fill it in 100 years." The building was, however, fully 
occupied within 30 years. Today, it is no longer able to accommodate the 
many functions and needs of a modern legislature. 


The Parliament Building introduced a new style of architecture to Toronto 
- the Romanesque Revival - which became one of the most important 
influences in both public and private design throughout the province. Its 
design and construction was innovative for its day, introducing new 
techniques for the layout and fitting of a major public building. The quality 
of the crafting was of the highest order and can be seen in even the 
smallest details of the construction of the building. 


Over the years, as the needs of the legislature and government evolved 
and expanded, the Parliament Building has been greatly altered to 
accommodate new uses and the increased demand for space. Problems 
have also developed with time. Life and fire safety systems and 
accessibility conditions are inadequate to meet today's standards, the roof 
leaks and the mechanical and electrical systems are both inefficient and 
hazardous. Clearly, the building is showing its age. As has been noted ina 
report to the Committee, everywhere one looks, the original richness of 
the Parliament Building's design and crafting have been obscured by time 
and a long history of necessary but often haphazard and insensitive 
changes. 


The Parliament Building represents an expression of the symbolic and 
monumental aspirations of its era and, as the tangible symbol of the seat of 
government for Ontario and our democratic heritage, it is essential to our 


understanding and appreciation of Ontario's history and common 
purpose. As such, it is worthy of the highest standards of care and 
conservation. It is the responsibility of the members of the Parliament of 
Ontario to ensure the proper care of this legacy so that it can be passed on 
to succeeding generations. 


The importance of preserving historic buildings in general, and Ontario's 
Parliament Building in particular, has received much attention in recent 
years. Over a 10-year period leading up to 1988, the Ministry of 
Government Services sponsored a number of detailed studies which 
documented major deficiencies in the Parliament Building. It became clear 
that repairs and renovations would be very costly and that improvement 
options were potentially damaging to the building's historical architecture. 
It was also evident that the involvement of members of the Legislative 
Assembly would be critical to successful planning and that an expert 
heritage advisor would be required. 


In August 1988, responsibility for the Parliament Building was transferred 
to the Speaker from the Minister of Government Services. An 
administrative structure was established to manage on-going 
maintenance, urgently needed repairs and long-range planning for 
building restoration. 


History of the Parliamentary Precinct Committee 


On 10 February 1987, the Standing Committee on the Legislative Assembly 
presented a report to the House entitled Report on Proposals for the 
Restoration of Ontario’s Parliament Building. The Committee had 
established a Sub-committee on Members’ Services to consider, among 
other things, the restoration of the Ontario Parliament Building. The Sub- 
committee was composed of Remo Mancini, M.P.P. (L-Essex-South) as 
Chair together with Gilles E. Morin, M.P.P. (L-Carleton East) 
[substituting for Maurice Bossy, M.P.P. (L-Chatham-Kent)], John M. 
Turner, M.P.P. (PC-Peterborough) and David Warner, M.P.P. (ND- 
Scarborough-Ellesmere). The Sub-committee reviewed a number of 


restoration projects in other legislative jurisdictions and _ its 
recommendations were incorporated in the report of the Standing 
Committee to the House. The Committee made 2 recommendations in its 
report to the House, namely, 


1. That a special committee of the House, chaired by the 
Speaker and the Chairman of the Standing Committee on the 
Legislative Assembly and composed of one member from each 
of the parties in the House, be appointed to supervise and co- 
ordinate the restoration of the Parliament Building. 


2. That an historic structure report similar to one conducted in 
Harrisburg, Pennsylvania, be commissioned immediately as a 
preliminary step to the preparation of a comprehensive 
restoration plan. 


This report was not debated in the House and died on the Orders and 
Notices paper with the dissolution of the 33rd Parliament on 31 July 1987. 


In June 1988, the House authorized the Sub-committee on Agenda and 
Procedure of the Standing Committee on the Legislative Assembly to meet 
to consider restoration/renovation proposals for the Parliament Building. 
This Sub-committee, consisting of Herbert A. Epp, M.P.P. (L-Waterloo- 
North) as Chair together with Michael J. Breaugh, M.P.P. (ND-Oshawa), 
Gilles E. Morin, M.P.P. (L-Carleton East) and Norman W. Sterling, Q.C., 
M.P.P. (PC-Carleton), met with the Speaker, the Honourable Hugh 
Edighoffer, M.P.P. and an advisory group consisting of the Clerk, the 
Controller and the Executive Director of Assembly Services on 5 occasions 
to consider proposals for the restoration of the Parliament Building. 
Following these meetings, the Sub-committee and the Speaker met with 
the leaders of each of the recognized political parties in the legislature to 
review proposals for the restoration process. 


On 15 December 1988, as a result of the meetings of the Sub-committee, 
the Standing Committee on the Legislative Assembly presented a report to 
the House entitled Report on the Process for the Restoration of the 


Parliament Building. The Committee recommended that as a first step in 
caring for the Parliament Building and the parliamentary precinct a special 
all-Party committee be established with the following terms of reference:- 


Special Committee on the Parliamentary Precinct which is 
empowered to develop, approve and supervise and co- 
ordinate the implementation of a programme for the 
restoration, renovation, rehabilitation, cyclical maintenance 
and use of the Parliament Building and grounds and to 
implement an interpretive programme emphasizing public 
education and understanding of the Parliament Building and 
its history, events that have taken place in the Parliament 
Building and at Queen's Park and the legislative and 
governmental processes, and to submit an annual budget to the 
Board of Internal Economy for funds required for proposed 
work or expert or professional assistance in any fiscal year; 
and which shall be composed of the Speaker and the Chairman 
of the Standing Committee on the Legislative Assembly as co- 
chairmen and a member from each of the recognized Parties in 
the House, no substitution being permitted except by Order of 
the House. 


This report of the Committee was debated and adopted by the House on 2 
March 1989 and, with its adoption, the Special Committee on the 
Parliamentary Precinct was established with terms of reference as set out 
in the above paragraph. 


From the date of its appointment until the dissolution of the 34th 
Parliament on 30 July 1990, the Committee met on 14 occasions. The 
members on the Committee during this period were the Speaker, the 
Honourable Hugh Edighoffer, M.P.P. (Co-Chair), the Chair of the 
Standing Committee on the Legislative Assembly, Herbert A. Epp, M.P.P. 
(Co-Chair), Michael J. Breaugh, M.P.P. (ND-Oshawa), Gilles Pouliot, 
M.P.P. (ND-Lake Nipigon), Doug Reycraft,M.P.P. (L-Middlesex), Joan E. 
Smith, M.P.P. (L-London South), Norman W. Sterling, Q.C., M.P.P. (PC- 


Carleton) and Noble Villeneuve, M.P.P. (PC-Stormont, Dundas and 
Glengarry). 


Following the 1990 General Election, the Special Committee was 
reconstituted by the House on 20 December 1990 with the following terms 
of reference:- ) 


Special Committee on the Parliamentary Precinct which is 
empowered to develop, approve and supervise and co- 
ordinate the implementation of a programme for the 
restoration, renovation, rehabilitation, cyclical maintenance 
and use of the Parliament Building and grounds and to 
implement an interpretive programme emphasizing public 
education and understanding of the Parliament Building and 
its history, events that have taken place in the Parliament 
Building and at Queen's Park and the legislative and 
governmental processes, and to submit an annual budget to the 
Board of Internal Economy for funds required for proposed 
work or expert or professional assistance in any fiscal year; 
and which shall be composed of the Speaker and the Chair of 
the Standing Committee on the Legislative Assembly as Co- 
Chairs and a member from each of the recognized Parties in 
the House, no substitution being permitted except by Order of 
the House. 


The members on the Committee to date have been the Speaker, the 
Honourable David Warner, M.P.P. (Co-Chair), the Chair of the Standing 
Committee on the Legislative Assembly, Noel Duignan, M.P.P. (Co- 
Chair), Dianne E. Cunningham, M.P.P. (PC-London North), Remo 
Mancini, M.P.P. (L-Essex South), Irene Mathyssen, M.P.P. (ND- 
Middlesex) and Kimble Sutherland, M.P.P. (ND-Oxford). Since its 
appointment, the Committee has met on 11 occasions. 


Parliamentary Precinct Committee Activity in the 34th Parliament 


During the 34th Parliament, the principal activity of the Committee was to 
consider space use in the Parliament Building. Further, a number of 
projects involving the rehabilitation of the building, including the up- 
grading of mechanical systems, the replacement of the windows and the 
repair and replacement of the roof were initiated. After considering 
written proposals and oral presentations for a heritage advisor to assist 
the Committee in the development of a restoration master plan for the 
Parliament Building, the Committee agreed to retain the services of the 
Ottawa firm of Julian S. Smith, Architect & Associates. The process for 
retaining the services of this firm is detailed elsewhere in this report. 


Following considerable discussion concerning the use of space for 
members and others in the Parliament Building and the parliamentary 
precinct, members of the Committee agreed on a conceptual plan for the 
allocation of major blocks of space in the Parliament Building. 


The goal of the Committee was to accommodate approximately 100 
members in the Parliament Building through both proper space planning 
and use and, over the long term, restoration and renovation of the 
building. Accordingly, a detailed floor-by-floor plan was agreed to for 
space allocation in both the Parliament Building and the Whitney Block. 
The plan set out those persons and services seen as central to the operation 
of the legislature and which were, therefore, required to be located in the 
Parliament Building. The plan also acknowledged the need for permanent, 
designated committee rooms and reception space to be located in the 
building. The Committee was of the opinion that all other persons and 
services could be located in the Whitney Block or away from the 
parliamentary precinct. 


It was agreed that certain areas within the Parliament Building would be 
dedicated on a permanent basis for use by various offices. The Committee 
was of the opinion that this was the key issue to any question of space 
planning and that it would alleviate or resolve with some finality 


recurring questions involving space that consume so much time following 
a general election or change of government. 


The Committee agreed that permanent locations be assigned to the 
principal holders of office in the legislature - the Speaker and the 3 other 
presiding officers, the Premier, the Leader of the Opposition and the 
Leader of the Third Party. Facilitating communications and recognizing a 
community of interest were the deciding factors in agreeing to this 
proposal. 


The office of the Speaker would be located in the southeast corner of the 
first floor of the Parliament Building. The Deputy Speaker, the First 
Deputy Chair of the Committee of the Whole House and the Second 
Deputy Chair of the Committee of the Whole House and their personal 
staff would be located along the north and south sides of the east-west 
corridor of the first floor of the east wing. 


Dedicated space would be provided to accommodate the leader of each of 
the 3 recognized Parties in the House and their principal advisors. The 
Committee also concluded that such space should accommodate the House 
Leader and Chief Whip of each Party. This would recognize the role of 
these persons in advising the Party leaders on political and House business 
and the importance and necessity of locating their offices contiguous to 
their respective Party leaders’ offices. 


Since the opening of the Parliament Building in 1893, the Premier has 
occupied a suite of offices in the southeast corner of the second floor of the 
east wing of the Parliament Building. Included in this suite of offices is the 
Executive Council Chamber and ante-chamber. The Committee proposed 
that rooms along the south side of the east-west corridor of the second 
floor be designated for the continuing use of the Premier. The Committee 
further proposed that the Government House Leader and the Chief 
Government Whip (and the government caucus office traditionally 
associated with the office of the Chief Government Whip) be 
accommodated on the north side of the east-west corridor of the second 
floor in space currently occupied by the Premier's communications and 


press offices. These 2 offices as well as the other offices of the Office of the 
Premier and the Cabinet Office located on the north-south corridor of the 
second floor of the east wing would be relocated to the Whitney Block. The 
caucus room for the Party forming the government would be relocated to 
the second floor of the east wing. 


Since 1985, the Leader of the Opposition and his principal advisors have 
been accommodated in a suite of offices in the southwest corner and along 
the south side of the east-west corridor of the second floor of the west 
wing of the Parliament Building. The Committee proposed that this space 
continue to be designated for the use of the Leader of the Opposition. The 
Committee also proposed that the Opposition House Leader continue to 
be accommodated along this corridor and that space be made available to 
accommodate the Chief Opposition Whip. In this regard, the Committee 
proposed that Rooms 249 and 250 be designated as space assigned to the 
Leader of the Opposition. The Committee also proposed that Room 251 be 
restored as one large room with ante-chamber and designated as the 
caucus room for the Party forming the Official Opposition. 


The amount of space assigned to accommodate the leader of another 
recognized Party in the House has varied considerably over the years and 
has been subject to constant relocation. The Committee proposed that the 
Leader of the Third Party be assigned space equal in area to that of the 
Leader of the Opposition and that these offices be located in the southwest 
corner and along the north side of the east-west corridor of the third floor 
of the west wing of the Parliament Building. The principal advisors to the 
Leader of the Third Party, including the Party House Leader and Chief 
Whip, would be accommodated in this space. The Committee also 
proposed that Room 351 be designated as the caucus room for the 
recognized Party having the third largest number of members in the 
House. 


Permanent designated space would be established in the Parliament 
Building for the administrative offices of the Party forming the 
government and the research offices of the recognized Party forming the 
Official Opposition and the recognized Party having the third largest 


number of members in the House. Additional space which might be 
required for future expansion of these offices would be accommodated in 
the Whitney Block. 


Having allocated permanent space to the principal holders of office in the 
legislature and the respective caucus offices, the Committee was able to 
agree to a general plan which dealt with the use of the remaining space in 
the Parliament Building and the Whitney Block (see Appendix I for a 
conceptual space use plan considered by the Committee). 


Heritage Advisor 


Following an evaluation of responses to a nationally run newspaper 
advertisement in October 1989, an invitational list of 16 architectural firms 
was compiled. The preparation of this list was undertaken by a staff 
committee of the Assembly Services Division which included senior staff 
from the Ontario Heritage Foundation, the Toronto Historical Board and 
the Ministry of Government Services. 


By 3 April 1990, 7 architectural firms had responded to the invitation for 
proposals. The Assembly Services Division staff committee undertook a 
thorough evaluation of the proposals. As a result of this evaluation 
process, 2 short-listed candidates were interviewed by the Committee. On 
20 June 1990, acting on the recommendation of the Committee, the Office 
of the Assembly engaged Julian S. Smith as heritage advisor and entered 
into a contract with the Ottawa-based firm of Julian S. Smith, Architect & 
Associates for the preparation of a restoration master plan. 


Restoration Master Plan 
The legislature's restoration master plan is a document which maps out a 


programme of restoration standards, guidelines and initiatives which will 
be used to authenticate and sympathetically preserve distinguishing 
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architectural qualities of the building throughout any efforts to modernize 
services within the structure. 


The contract with the heritage advisor established the terms of reference 
for the preparation of a restoration master plan. These terms of reference 
may be summarized as follows:- 


1. to undertake a critical investigation and evaluation of the 
Parliament Building's interior and to make 
recommendations on provisions for greater public 
accessibility and improved life and fire safety systems; 


2. to recommend areas of architectural and historical 
importance for restoration; 
3. to re-plan the building according to space use 


requirements as determined by the Special Committee on 
the Parliamentary Precinct; 


4. to solve deficiencies described in previous file reports; 

5. to provide detailed guidelines for improving and 
maintaining the historical character of the building; 

6. to submit a first draft of a restoration master plan to the 
Committee; and 

7. to make revisions to the draft restoration master plan 
and to prepare a final plan at the direction of the 
Committee. 


Parliamentary Precinct Committee Activity in the 35th Parliament 


At its first meeting in the new Parliament on 6 February 1991, the 
Committee received a draft restoration master plan, entitled A Time for 
Renewal - Restoration Master Plan for the Ontario Legislative Assembly 
building and grounds, which had been prepared by Julian S. Smith, 
Architect & Associates. A copy of the draft restoration master plan may be 
found in Appendix II. 
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In general terms, and as noted above, the draft restoration master plan is 
intended to strike a balance between preserving the historic fabric of the 
Parliament Building and meeting the functional demands of a modern 
legislature, while also providing a logical framework for the development, 
restoration and maintenance of the building. 


At the direction of the Committee, Julian Smith and the Executive Director 
of Assembly Services met with and briefed the caucuses on the 3 recognized 
Parties in the House on the proposals for a restoration master plan. The 
Committee was concerned that it receive feedback from members and their 
caucus staff on the proposals in the plan and any effect it might have on 
their operations. Mr Smith and the Executive Director of Assembly 
Services also briefed members of the Legislative Press Gallery and senior 
staff in the Office of the Assembly in order to receive their feedback on the 
proposals. Tours of the Parliament Building were arranged for members 
and staff and members of the Legislative Press Gallery to enable them to 
view at first hand the many areas of the Parliament Building, in particular 
those in a serious or advanced state of disrepair. 


To meet evolving and future needs, the Committee established the 
following priorities for the future repair work to the building and the 
restoration programme:- 


1. commence a programme of making the building more 
accessible to the public; 

2. at every stage, up-grade life and fire safety and building 
systems to meet today's standards; 

3. continue the repair of dangerous conditions such as the 
roof, stonework and the windows; and 

4. undertake restoration projects as described in the 
restoration master plan. 


In its consideration of the proposals for restoring the Parliament Building, 
the Committee reviewed several options for a focus of purpose for the 
restoration master plan. These options were: (1) accessibility, (2) life and 
fire safety and (3) restoration (see Appendix III). 
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The Committee is of the opinion that the focus of the restoration plan 
should be on accessibility. This focus of purpose meets the Committee's 
principal concern that there be increased and improved access to the many 
hundreds of persons, many of whom are physically challenged, who use 
the grounds around the Parliament Building or who enter the building 
each day. For example, it is estimated that approximately 250,000 persons 
visit the Parliament Building annually. Of this number, nearly 100,000 
persons are involved in educational programmes offered by the Office of 
the Assembly. Due to limited space, however, it is not possible to 
accommodate approximately 50,000 persons who would like to take 
advantage of these educational programmes. 


The restoration focus favoured by the Committee establishes a 
fundamental principle that the building is, above all, a building to serve the 
community and is in every respect a "people place". It also determines a 
logical starting point for construction. 


The other focus options, life and fire safety and restoration, are, in the 
Committee's opinion, very important and are included as high priorities in 
the logical progression of planning. 


The Committee considered 3 management options for the detailed 
planning necessary to implement the restoration master plan. One option 
would require a total shutdown of the Parliament Building for an extended 
period during an estimated 4-year construction period. This option would 
present significant disruption. An immediate commitment would be needed 
for full funding and the delay time for design would be approximately 2 
years. 


A second option would require an extended schedule of 10 to 12 years with 
an annual level line of funding of $12 million. This option would present 
risks of continuous disruption to the business of the legislature and the 
users and occupants of the building as the building would be under 
constant construction. In the long term, this option would be potentially 
the most expensive. 
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Finally, a third option would allow portions of the Parliament Building to 
be shut down in sequence over an 8-year period while keeping other areas 
fully operational. This option would have the advantage of flexibility for 
managing funding approvals and fast track construction scheduling to 
minimize disruption. 


The Committee was of the opinion that the third option was the more 
manageable approach to the implementation of the restoration master 
plan. 


On 25 April 1991, the Committee approved in principle the draft 
restoration master plan prepared by Julian S. Smith, Architect & 
Associates, subject to refinement of the details at a later date by the 
Committee. 


At recent meetings, the Committee considered the development of a public 
information plan, the details of which will be announced by the Committee 
at a later date. As part of its consideration of a public information plan, 
the Committee also considered celebrations relating to the centennial of 
the opening of the Parliament Building. Over the last century, countless 
numbers of Ontario residents and visitors have delighted in the 
architecture and history of this landmark building. Its importance as the 
seat of government for Ontario and location on Queen's Park Circle has 
made it a focal point for events relating to international, national, 
provincial and local issues. It has become a ‘people place’ in every sense of 
the phrase. The centennial of the Parliament Building affords an excellent 
opportunity to both celebrate the history of the building and events 
associated with Queen's Park and highlight the restoration programme. 


Finally, the Committee has agreed to present an annual report to the 
House on restoration projects completed, approved or commenced during 
the previous year, the amount spent on or proposed for such projects and 
up-to-date information on the restoration programme. 
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Preliminary Implementation Schedule 


Construction would be organized into 4 manageable phases scheduled 
over an 8-year time frame. Appendix IV sets out the schedule which the 
Committee considers to be achievable. The first phase would concentrate 
on the centre block, and in particular a lower lobby, to make the building 
more accessible to the growing number of groups and individuals, 
including school children, the elderly and the disabled, who visit the 
Parliament Building each year. The schedule allows for the majority of the 
building complex to remain fully accessible to visitors throughout the 
entire period of restoration. 


To prevent disruption of the business of the Assembly, any restoration 
work planned for the Chamber would be staged and undertaken during 
periods when the House is not meeting. 


Major work such as that being considered for the east wing will require 
that portions of the building be vacated and the occupants moved to 
available staging space in the Whitney Block. With careful planning, these 
moves can be completed without major disruption. The Committee is 
firmly committed to ensuring that appropriate temporary barriers are 
erected to protect the safety of occupants and visitors and ensure a 
measure of dust control when construction work is being undertaken in the 
Parliament Building. 


Concern has been expressed to the Committee with respect to scaffolding 
to be used during construction. The Committee will request that 
scaffolding around the exterior of the building be kept to a minimum and 
removed as soon as work is completed. As well, construction sequencing 
must be well integrated with planning for the building centennial so that it 
does not interfere with scheduled celebrations or access to the building and 
ensures public safety. 
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Construction Estimates 


The cost for implementing a co-ordinated restoration programme has 
been divided into 2 distinct expense categories. The first category 
identifies non-discretionary repairs while the second category identifies 
alterations to provide convenient public accessibility and sensitive 
restoration. 


The value of non-discretionary work over the projected 8-year period of 
the restoration programme is $37 million. This amount is already funded 
in principle through the annual funding base of the Assembly Services 
Division of the Office of the Assembly. An additional amount of $63 
million over the same 8-year period represents the additional funds 
required to complete the restoration programme and provide for much- 
needed visitor accessibility (see Appendix V for details of the construction 
estimates). 


1. Non-discretionary Expenditures 


Appendix V shows the estimate for major repairs as $37 million. The major 
repair programme will correct long-outstanding deficiencies involving 
fundamental items such as the roof, masonry, windows, elevators, 
occupant life and fire safety and improvements required for code 
compliance. 


The heritage advisor's terms of reference stipulated a review of the major 
repair programme underway for some years. Much of this work has 
involved major structural work concealed from public view in attics, walls, 
floors and ceilings. Such work is potentially destructive to the building's 
heritage character if not guided by expert advice. 


2. Accessibility and Restoration Expenditures 
The second category of expenditure estimated at $63 million is essential to 


achieve a co-ordinated restoration of the Parliament Building. The draft 
restoration master plan considered by the Committee itself represents a 
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major milestone. It is a continuation of the efforts of many members and 
previous legislative committees who had suggested a master plan 
approach be taken. 


The implementation of a co-ordinated programme of restoration will also 
ensure cost savings in that costly temporary renovation work will be 
avoided. 


The roof replacement project is one of many good examples of 
opportunities which can be used to achieve value. The entire roof surface 
is scheduled to be replaced over the next 8 years. Deteriorating timbers 
will be reinforced at the same time. Portions of the roof will be removed 
during the construction for installation of mechanical equipment necessary 
to correct ventilation, elevator and other deficiencies. Without a 
restoration master plan, the design of such equipment is somewhat 
speculative. Until the restoration master plan for the building is developed 
and approved, the consulting engineers cannot safely predict or design the 
equipment for these spaces and there is a risk that the roof would have to 
be re-opened sometime in the future after it has already been repaired at 
considerable expense. 


Another example can be found in expenditures forecast for the restoration 
of the east wing. Over the last 50 years, this section of the Parliament 
Building has suffered perhaps the most insensitive treatment to the 
original design. It is a pale reflection of its former beauty. A skylit atrium 
and a grand staircase were destroyed and some offices with beautifully- 
crafted entrances were subdivided. Much of the east wing is less desirable 
for offices today than when it was designed in the last century. Any major 
expenditure for improvements in the east wing for such items as elevators, 
and life and fire safety systems will, unless combined with restoration, 
commit the wing to remain in its present dysfunctional and spoiled state 
for a very long time. 


Twelve million dollars are forecast to be spent for fundamental and 
necessary improvements in the east wing. If combined with the major 
repair work which is required, the restoration of the east wing is another 
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convenient opportunity to ensure cost savings. Failure to undertake 
restoration at the same time also risks a future disruption to that wing. 


Conclusion and Recommendations 


The restoration master plan will enable the irreplaceable parliamentary 
symbol which is the Parliament Building to be repaired and improved 
according to a vision collectively supported by the members of the 
legislature. It is a unique opportunity to provide a plan for the future 
while preserving and respecting the rich history which has taken place 
within the elegant Victorian surroundings. The experience of other 
legislatures throughout North America indicates that members can only 
succeed in preserving the heritage of the Parliament Building for future 
generations through the development and implementation of this 
important long-range plan. 


The Committee has set a target date of September 1991 by which it will 
have developed and approved a final restoration master plan. To enable 
it to proceed with its work, your Committee recommends that:- 


1. the House approve in principle the draft restoration 
master plan contained in Appendix II; and 


2. the restoration of the Parliament Building proceed in the

EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 


10 INTRODUCTION 


The time has come for a renewed commitment to the institution 
representing parliamentary democracy in Ontario -_ the Legislative 
Assembly Building at Queen’s Park. 


On April 4, 1893, the present Assembly Building was opened amidst 
great fanfare by then premier Sir Oliver Mowat. Almost one hundred 
years later, the building is showing its age. It does not meet 
contemporary standards of life safety or accessibility. It has antiquated 
mechanical and electrical systems, which are both inefficient and 
hazardous. It has a leaking roof. Everywhere one looks, the original 
richness of the building’s design and craftsmanship has been obscured by 
a long history of necessary but often haphazard and insensitive changes. 


Despite this evidence of physical and functional decay, the building 
remains an architectural and historical landmark of the highest order, in a 
magnificent urban setting. This is the building that introduced a whole 
new style of architecture - the Romanesque Revival - to Toronto, a style 
that became one of the most important influences in both public and 
private design throughout the province. This is the building that 
introduced new techniques for layout and fitting up of major public 
buildings, and that displayed consistently high orders of design and 
craftsmanship in even the smallest details of its construction. And this is 
the building which, with its spacious grounds, has been witness to the 
lively political life of the province over almost a century of debates and 
decision-making. 


In a time of increasing awareness of the social and economic benefits of 
enlightened conservation, the building provides an important opportunity 
to demonstrate the validity of the conservation option. 


The first steps have already been taken in ensuring that the building and 
its grounds are given a new lease on life, as they begin their second 
century of service to the government and the people of Ontario. On 
March 2, 1989, a Special Committee on the Parliamentary Precinct was 
established with the adoption of a recommendation of the Standing 
Committee on the Legislative Assembly. The Special Committee’s 
Terms of Reference were to "develop, approve, supervise and coordinate 
the implementation of a programme for the restoration, renovation, 
rehabilitation, cyclical maintenance and use of the Parliament Building 
and grounds, and to implement an interpretive programme emphasizing 
public education and understanding of the Parliament Building and its 
history..." 


This Restoration Master Plan is one of the first steps in that process of 
renewal. 


2.0 MISSION STATEMENT 


The goal of the restoration is to foster public awareness, understanding 
and appreciation of the significance of the Legislative Assembly 
Building, not solely as an architectural treasure, but also as a repository 
of our cultural heritage, a tangible symbol of Ontario’s political and 
social history. 


The objective of the restoration master plan is to provide a logical 
framework for the development, restoration and maintenance of the 
Legislative Building and Grounds over the next eight to ten years. 


More specifically, the master plan is intended to strike a meaningful 
balance between preserving the existing historic fabric of the property, 
and satisfying contemporary functional demands. This balance is based 
on weighing both historical and physical evidence. 


The results of the analysis suggest a design approach which provides 
better public accessibility, significant new amenities and efficiencies of 
operation, while at the same time respecting and reinforcing the original 
design intentions of architect Richard Waite. Despite the fire in 1909, 
enough of Waite’s work survives throughout the main building to give it 
its essential character, both inside and out. The later work of Lennox in 
the west wing and Gouinlock in the north wing are significant in their 
own right, but they in their time also took Waite’s design as a Starting 
point. Only in more recent years has the architectural and structural 
integrity of the building been more seriously threatened by changes and 
alterations. 
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3.0 RECOMMENDATIONS 
The recommendations for the project are divided into three categories. 


Recommendations related to "development" involve major items of 
physical and functional redesign. They establish a new pattern of use for 
the property, one more in keeping with the building’s history and 
potential. i 


Recommendations related to "restoration" are more detailed, and follow 
on from the decision about redevelopment. They are concerned with the 
preservation of individual elements and spaces, such as the exterior 
masonry and the interior finishes and fittings. 


Recommendations related to "operation and maintenance" are concerned 
with how the property functions once the restoration is complete, 
including such items as the interpretive program as well as ongoing repair 
and maintenance. 


3.1 DEVELOPMENT 


The major elements related to "development" are of two kinds, those that 
relate to physical changes, and those that relate to patterns of 
accommodation.

led Improved barrier-free provision for public access to the 
property, from the grounds into the building, and within 
the building;

Reopening of the northeast atrium in the east wing, 
reopening of the northeast and west skylights, and 
reestablishment of the east lobby; | 


Reclaiming of fifth floor office space in the west wing; 


Redesign of the vehicular access and parking, to recreate 
a more historically appropriate setting for the building; 


Provision of a new Service entrance in the northwest 
courtyard; and 


Relocation of some of the statues and commemorative 


features to provide a more logical organization of the 
Site.

Permanent allocation of office space to the Premier and 
to the leaders of the second and third parties, and to 
other party officers including the whips;

Relocation of the media Studio to the fifth floor and the 
provision of new space for the press gallery; 


Expansion of the library space to allow the members’ 
reading room to be reinstated and to provide more 
Support services; and 


Transfer of some of the administrative and support staff 
to the Whitney Block, and the provision of up to 100 
offices of M.P.P.’s within the Legislative Assembly 
Building. 


3.2 RESTORATION 


The recommendations dealing with restoration are confined to the more 
technical issues of caring for and enhancing the various historic areas and 
features within the building and on the grounds. They include the 
following:

The recommendations dealing with operations and maintenance take 
effect as the development and restoration of the property is being 
completed.

Implementation of a comprehensive interpretive 
program, designed to recognize the rich symbolism and 
aesthetic associated with public buildings of this kind; 


Improved security and life safety programs, reflecting 
the physical and functional changes of the development 
program; 


A policy framework for maintaining the approved 
patterns of accommodation, and for dealing with 
ongoing requests for modifications to the building and 
its grounds; 


An energy management system; and 
Maintenance and repair guidelines for the building and 


the grounds, based on information developed as part of 
the development and restoration program. 
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4.0 PHASING 


The proposed restoration of the building and grounds, although complex 
in scope, is a readily achievable undertaking given proper management 
and coordination. The result will be to salvage a magnificent property 
from an accelerating pattern of decay, and to make it a fully operational 
facility which contains within it a strong historical presence. 


The program involves a number of interrelated projects that can best be 
undertaken on a phased basis. The phases will allow continuous use of 
the building, and provide a useful framework both for funding and for 
project management. 


In each phase, the area under restoration will be closed down for an 
extended period, with swing space’ being provided in the Whitney Block 
for those displaced during the process. Separate arrangements will be 
made for the Lieutenant Governor in Phase III. 


4.1 PHASE] 


The first phase will involve restoration of the centre block. This is 
the area where the most serious life and fire safety problems exist, 
with insufficient exiting and combustible construction throughout. 
This is also one of the areas where Waite’s work from 1893 is most 
intact, and where meticulous restoration standards must be 
established. 


This phase will create the new lower lobby at the main south 
entrance, making the building much more accessible and allowing a 
new interpretive program to be put in place. Other major public 

_ Spaces and the Legislative Assembly Chamber itself will also be 
restored, further strengthening the interpretive potential. 


Building services, including HVAC systems, have been designed to 
allow phased implementation, and the systems for the Phase I areas 
will be fully operational at the completion of this phase. 


Related work on the grounds, particularly along the south face of 
the building, will be initiated as part of this phase.

4.2 PHASE II 


4.3 


The second phase will involve the restoration of the east wing, 
including the east interconnecting link with its atrium. This will 
complete the restoration of the combustible portions of the building 
where the life and fire safety problems are most critical. It will also 
recover the original architectural integrity of this wing, which has 
been heavily altered and obscured over the years. As with the 
centre wing, this is the area where Waite’s work is most extensive, 
and where similar restoration standards will be applied. 


As part of Phase II, the east lobby will be restored, the adjacent 
Stairway and elevators returned to their original configuration, and 
the original northeast atrium reopened with its skylight. These 
changes will restore both the functional quality and the architectural 
logic of this wing, and further strengthen the interpretive program. 


The east wing mechanical and electrical services will be installed as 
part of the restoration process, and will be fully operational at the 
completion of this phase. 


PHASE It 


The third phase will involve restoration of the west wing, including 
the west interconnecting link with its atrum. This area was 
substantially reworked by Lennox in 1910-1912. The reinforced 
concrete floors and the steel roof trusses require somewhat different 
solutions in terms of fire safety, insulation, and the introduction of 
HVAC systems. There are also some different types of interior 
finishes requiring restoration and repair. 


This phase will create the new service entry and service wing, the 
new kitchen and dining rooms facilities, related facilities for 
members, and a restored Speaker’s Apartment. It will also reclaim 
fifth floor space for press gallery use. Special HVAC systems will 
be required for a number of these spaces; all systems will be 
operational at the completion of the phase.

4.4 PHASE IV 


The fourth phase will involve restoration of the north wing and 
completion of work on the grounds. There are some areas in the 
north wing with considerable flexibility in terms of layout and fit 
up. Some adjustments in these areas may be made as the result of 
earlier phases. 


The north wing, designed by Gouinlock, has its own structural and 
architectural problems, including the porous Sackville sandstone on 
the exterior. The fourth phase will provide a more rational use of 
the interior space, an improved Library environment, and new 
services. The restored link will be refitted with its original stained 
glass skylight, and both this link and the north entrance made more 
accessible. 


Parking in the north courtyards will be improved once the exterior 
work on the north wing is complete, and on-site circulation will be 
reworked to increase efficiency. The restored grounds will more 
accurately reflect the history of the site, and provide a more 
appropriate setting for the refurbished building. 


In terms of project funding, a significant part of the work will be 
undertaken utilizing existing funding approvals for repair and 
maintenance. The value of this work is estimated at $37 million. 
Additional funding of $63 million will provide much needed 
building accessibility and sensitive restoration.

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5.0 CONCLUSION 


The phased, integrated approach to renovation and restoration provides an 
opportunity to link past, present and future. The Restoration Master Plan 
will make the building more accessible and improve it in a sensitive way 
for modern use. 


With a commitment to a coordinated renovation and restoration program, 
the building’s practical and symbolic value will become more meaningful 


to the people of Ontario, and to the growing numbers of visitors that the 
building attracts.
